Leamington  Spa. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  herewith  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1926. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
the  report  is  an  ordinary  one  and  of  a  more  simple  character  than 
that  of  last  year. 

The  most  noticeable  feature  in  the  general  statistics  is  the 
continued  decline  in  the  Birth-Rate  which  is  13 '6  per  1,000,  the 
same  as  in  1917,  an  abnormal  year,  and  equal  to  the  lowest  recorded. 

In  20  years  the  Birth-Rate  has  been  reduced  nearly  one-third. 

The  Death-Rate,  14'6  per  1,000,  is  for  the  second  year  in 
succession  higher  than  the  Birth-Rate.  As  regards  a  cause  of 
death  there  seems  some  evidence  to  show  that  there  is  an  increase 
in  the  Death-Rate  from  Cancer  during  the  last  10  years,  while 
during  the  same  period  that  for  Tuberculosis  remains  practically 
stationary. 

Once  again  I  have  to  draw  attention  to  the  deplorable  apathy 
towards  Vaccination — a  form  of  Health  Insurance  which  possibly 
owing  to  its  simplicity  and  cheapness  fails  to  achieve  any  great 
measure  of  popularity. 

As  regards  Infectious  Diseases,  Measles  was  very  prevalent 
during  January  and  June,  and  Chicken-Pox  in  June  and  July. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  Fordson  tractors  were  substituted 
for  horse-drawn  vehicles  for  the  removal  of  refuse,  and  a  motor 
ambulance  was  provided  by  the  Council  for  removal  of  cases  of 

sickness  or  accident. 

Building  operations  were  considerably  delayed  on  the  Rushmore 
Estate  owing  to  the  strike  last  summer,  but  definite  progress  has 
been  made,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  60  houses  had  been  erected 
on  this  site,  bringing  the  total  of  Council  Houses  to  226. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Town  Clerk,  Borough  Treasurer, 
and  Borough  Engineer  for  much  kindness  and  assistance  in 
supplying  information  for  this  report,  and  also  to  all  my  colleagues 
in  this  department  without  whose  assistance  the  work  could  not  have 
been  done.

The  Borough  of  Royal  Leamington  Spa  is  situated  on  the 
adjacent  slopes  of  two  hills,  between  which  runs  the  river  Learn. 
Generally  speaking,  the  sub-soil  is  porous  and  is  composed  of  Sand 
and  Gravel ;  there  is  Clay  in  places. 

The  Climate  is  equable  and  well  suited  for  the  purpose  of  a 
residential  town  and  Spa,  the  prevailing  wind  being  West.  Further 
information  as  to  the  Meteorological  Conditions  is  given  at  the  end 
of  this  Report. 


The  town  itself,  especially  the  more  modern  part,  is  well 
planned  and  laid  out,  the  numerous  Forest  Trees  and  Pleasure 
Grounds  entitle  it  to  the  eminent  position  to  which  it  has  attained 
amongst  Inland  Watering  places. 

There  are  few  industries  in  the  Borough  ;  in  fact,  apart  from 
two  Factories,  the  population  is  mainly  concerned  in  supplying  the 
wants  of  Residents  or  Visitors.  Roughly  speaking,  one  may  divide 
the  population  into  the  following  classes 

(1)  Those  who  reside  in  the  town  because  of  its  natural  advan¬ 
tages,  and  who  are  in  a  position  to  reside  in  any  other  town  should 
they  consider  it  more  desirable. 

(2)  Those  who  reside  in  Leamington  Spa  and  travel  daily  to 
the  neighbouring  industrial  centres  of  Coventry  and  Birmingham. 
The  number  of  these  has  been  increased  very  considerably  during 
recent  years,  and  they  influence  to  a  serious  extent  the  problem  of 
house  shortage. 


(3)  Those  who  supply  the  wants  of  Inhabitants  and  Visitors  to 
the  Spa. 

(4)  Visitors  who  come  to  the  Spa  in  search  of  health.  The 
number  of  these  fluctuates  according  to  the  time  of  the  year,  being 
greatest  in  the  Spring  and  Autumn. 


The  Pump  Room  Baths,  after  being  closed  for  nearly  a  year, 
were  re-opened.  The  opening  ceremony  was  performed  by  Sir  H. 
Kingsley  Wood,  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  on  October  9th,  1926. 


The  Baths  have  been  rebuilt  and  renovated  throughout  and 
compare  most  favourably  with  those  at  any  Spa  in  the  Country.  By 
reason  of  the  easy  accessibility  of  Leamington  to  London  and  the 
large  Midland  provincial  centres,  they  should  especially  prove  of 
benefit  to  those  wTho,  owing  to  business  and  other  claims,  can  only 
spare  week-ends  for  treatment.  Various  forms  of  balneological 
and  electrical  treatment  have  been  installed  and  it  is  hoped  that 
these,  in  the  near  future,  will  be  available  for  insured  persons  suffer¬ 
ing  from  maladies  likely  to  benefit  from  a  course  of  Spa  Treatment. 


In  addition,  a  completely  new  scheme  of  filteration  for  the 
water  in  both  the  Men’s  and  Ladies’  Swimming  Baths  has  been 
added,  and  it  is  believed  that  there  will  be  a  constant  supply  of 
water  of  as  high  a  degree  of  purification  as  is  possible.

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MARRIAGES. 

The  number  of  Marriages  during  the  year  was  199.  This 
includes  all  marriages  in  the  Churches  and  all  marriages  in  the 
Chapels  having  an  authorised  parson ;  but  with  regard  to  marriages 
registered  by  the  Registrar,  only  including  those  where  one  of  the 
contracting  parties  resided  in  Leamington.  If  we  could  claim  them 
all,  the  marriage  rate  would  be  6*6  per  1,000  living, 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  this  district  during  1926 
was  457.  Of  these,  82  were  deaths  of  non-residents.  On  the  other 
hand,  66  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  Borough  were  registered 
elsewhere.  The  figures  thus  corrected,  the  nett  number  of  deaths 
belonging  to  the  Borough  was  441,  giving  a  Death-rate  of  14*6  per 
1,000. 

The  necessity  for  the  correction  of  the  Death-rate  according  to 
the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  is  a  matter  of  some 
importance.  The  Registrar-General  has  accordingly,  calculated 
a  11  Standardizing  Factor”  based  on  the  census  of  1921  for  each 
Urban  and  Rural  District  with  a  population  over  10,000.  The 
factor  in  Leamington  is  *762  which  gives  for  the  Town  a  corrected 
Death-rate  of  11*13,

The  percentage  of  Still-Births  to  Births  was  4‘1,  a  higher  figure 
than  last  year.

The  infantile  mortality  rate,  75’6,  is  the  highest  figure  that  has 
been  reached  since  1917,  and  is  considerably  above  that  for  the  158 
smaller  towns  (adjusted  populations,  20,000  to  50,000)  for  which 
the  figure  is  67.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 

SERVICES  IN  THE  BOROUGH. 

HOSPITALS  PROVIDED  OR  SUBSIDISED  BY  THE 

LOCAL  AUTHORITY. 

(1)  Tuberculosis.  The  general  control  of  Tuberculosis  is  under 
Warwickshire  County  Council. 

Cases  of  Pulmonary  disease  from  Leamington  are  usually  sent 
in  the  early  stages  to  the  Memorial  Hospital,  Hertford  Hill  ;  in  the 
later  stages  to  Bramcote.  Non-Pulmonary  cases  to  the  Warneford 
or  some  other  recognised  Hospital. 

(2)  Maternity.  A  Scheme  is  in  force  whereby,  on  a  fixed  pay¬ 
ment  per  head  by  the  Borough,  necessitous  cases  or  cases  of 
difficult  labour  are  admitted  to  the  Warneford  Hospital  on  a 
recommendation  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(3)  Fever.  Heathcote  Hospital,  situated  in  the  Borough  of 
Warwick,  is  under  the  control  of  the  Joint  Hospital  Board  and 
serves  the  needs  of  the  Boroughs  of  Leamington  and  Warwick,  the 
Urban  District  of  Kenilworth,  and  the  Rural  District  of  Warwick. 

There  are  83  beds  available  in  the  Hospital,  which  was  built  in 
1888. 

(4)  Smallpox.  Fosse  Road  Hospital,  also  under  the  Joint 
Hospital  Board,  is  situated  about  4  miles  from  the  Town,  near 
Harbury,  and  has  accommodation  for  18  patients. 

Under  an  agreement,  cases  are  also  admitted  here  from  Southam 
and  Daventry. 

(5)  Warwick  Union  and  Poor  Law  Hospital.  This  is  situated 
in  the  Borough  of  Warwick. 

OTHER  HOSPITALS ,  etc. 

(l)  The  Warneford  Leamington  and  South  Warwickshire  General 
Hospital  and.  Bathing  Institution.  There  are  131  beds  allotted  as 
follows  Medical,  37  ;  Surgical,  54  ;  Children,  19;  Maternity,  9  ; 
Isolation,  4  ;  Cubicles  for  paying  patients,  8. 
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(2)  Midland  Counties  Home  for  Incurables.  The  object  of  this 
Institution  is  “  to  give  relief  by  admission  to  the  Home  or  by 
pensions  to  persons  of  good  character  who  are  suffering  from  chronic 
or  incurable  diseases,  or  incapacity  owing  to  injury  or  wounds.” 

There  are  three  classes  of  patients,  viz. :  (l)  Paying  Patients, 
(2)  Free  Patients,  (3)  Pensioners.  The  average  number  of  Pen¬ 
sioners  is  55  who  each  receive  £20  per  annum. 

The  number  of  those  accommodated  in  this  institution  in  1926 
was  109,  of  whom  48  were  free  and  61  paying  patients. 

(3)  The  Provident  Dispensary ,  38,  Holly  Walk.  This,  as  its 
name  implies,  is  partly  supported  by  the  contributions  of  its  mem¬ 
bers. 

(4)  “  Sunshine  House."  A  Home  for  Blind  Babies  supported 
by  the  National  Institution  for  the  Blind,  has  room  for  30  children, 
who  are  admitted  up  to.  5  years  of  age.  There  is  a  certificated 
teacher  and  the  Home  receives  a  Grant  from  the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion. 


Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers,  Illegitimate  Infants, 

and  Homeless  Children. 

As  regards  Institutional  treatment  for  Unmarried  Mothers, 
cases  of  difficult  labour  are  admitted  to  the  Warneford  Hospital 
under  the  Council’s  Scheme  as  is  the  case  with  Married  Women. 
There  is  also  an  excellent  Maternity  Ward  at  the  Warwick  Poor 
Law  Union  Hospital. 

Homeless  Children  taken  under  the  care  of  the  Guardians  are 
usually  drafted  to  one  of  the  Scattered  Homes  for  Children,  of  which 
there  are  3  in  Leamington,  and  which  are  capable  of  accommodating 
12  boys  and  24  girls. 

The  Church  of  England  Waifs’  and  Strays’  Homes  have  a 
Branch  at  u  St  Anne’s,”  Warwick  New  Road,  for  30  girls  who  are 
admitted  between  the  ages  of  5  and  14  years.  After  this  they  are 
kept  for  a  further  2  years  for  training  as  Domestic  Servants. 
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Similarly,  “  St.  Michael’s  Home,”  Charlotte  Street,  under  the 
care  of  the  Sisters  of  Clewer,  takes  in  between  50  and  55  girls  of 
13  years  of  age  and  upwards  for  the  same  purpose. 

Both  these  homes  admit  much  the  same  class  of  child,  viz.  : 
illegitimate,  orphaned,  or  removed  from  bad  home  surroundings. 
Local  children,  for  obvious  reasons,  are  not  accepted,  but  sent  to 
some  other  town. 

A  voluntary  organisation,  The  Leamington  and  Warwick  Girls’ 
Shelter  Association,  has  for  some  years  done  much  excellent  Rescue 
Work.  During  the  past  year  59  cases  were  dealt  with — -of  which 
13  were  Maternity  cases.  30  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Shelter  and 
8  were  sent  to  Homes  in  different  parts  of  the  County.  The  Shelter 
is  situated  at  6,  Church  Hill.  It  is  in  charge  of  a  Lady  Superintendent 
and  is  capable  of  taking  in  4  girls. 

In  previous  years,  foster  children,  of  whom  there  are  some  13  in 
the  Town,  have  been  under  the  care  of  the  Guardians  and  have  been 
visited  by  their  inspector,  but  in  April,  1926,  the  duty  of  inspection 
of  these  children  was  handed  over  to  the  Local  Health  Authority. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases.  All  these  are  removed  by  Ambulance 
kept  at  Heathcote  and  maintained  by  the  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

(■ b )  For  Non- Infectious  and  Accident  Cases.  In  August  a  Motor 
Ambulance  was  purchased  by  the  Corporation.  It  is  kept  at  the 
Fire  Station  and  is  in  charge  of  the  Police.  It  is  available  for  all 
accidents  and  also  for  the  removal  of  patients  to  or  from  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  not  only  in  the  Borough,  but  also  for  cases  within  a  radius  of 
15  miles.  In  addition,  there  are  three  Police  hand  Ambulances, 
kept  at  the  High  Street  and  Union  Road  Police  Stations  and  at  the 
Town  Hall.

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PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

The  Local  Authority  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Leamington 
and  District  Nursing  Association  (affiliated  to  the  Queen  Victoria 
Nursing  Association,  London),  whereby  on  the  payment  of  a  retain¬ 
ing  fee  of  £20,  and  6d.  a  visit,  a  Nurse  is  available  to  look  after  cases 
of  Pneumonia,  Measles,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  etc.,  in  their 
own  homes. 

This  Association  is  also  available  for  all  members  {I.e.,  Box- 
Holders)  who  pay  2d.  per  week  (this  sum  covering  Father,  Mother, 
and  all  Children  up  to  16  years  of  age,  also  for  non-members  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  4  weeks  at  3/-  per  week. 

Members  of  the  Provident  Dispensary,  Old  Age  Pensioners, 
and  persons  receiving  Parish  Relief,  are  entitled  to  the  services  of 
the  Nurses  without  payment. 


MID  WIVES. 

These  are  under  the  control  of  the  Warwickshire  County 
Council.  At  the  present  time  there  are  7  qualified  Midwives 
practising  in  the  Town. 

In  addition  there  are  13  Nurses  connected  with  various  Nurs¬ 
ing  Homes  holding  the  C.M.B.  Certificate,  who  attend  occasional 
cases. 

Pupils  are  trained  at  the  Warneford  Hospital  and  under  the 
Queen’s  Jubilee  Midwifery  Nurse. 


CHEMICAL  WORK. 

The  Analysts  appointed  for  the  Borough  are  Messrs.  Bostock 
Hill  &  Rigby,  of  Birmingham.  Samples  from  the  two  sources  of 
Water  supply  for  the  Borough  are  examined  quarterly  ;  other  samples 
as  need  may  arise. 

Their  work  also  includes  the  examination  of  all  samples  taken 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

The  Water  supply  of  the  town  is  derived  from  two  sources, 
(a)  The  Lillington  Well  on  the  Rugby  Road,  and,  (b)  The  Campion 
Terrace  Well,  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  the  centre  of  the 
town. 

A  detailed  description  of  these  wells  was  included  in  last  year’s 
report. 

During  the  present  year,  a  new  heading  was  driven  at  the 
Campion  Terrace  Well  and  an  apparently  fresh  source  of  water  was 
tapped  with  a  flow  calculated  to  yield  a  further  4,000  gallons  per 
hour. 

Samples  submitted  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination 
have  proved  satisfactory. 


For  the  distribution  of  the  water  supply  for  domestic  purposes, 
some  40  miles  of  mains  have  been  laid.  In  addition,  river- water 
mains  have  been  laid  in  certain  parts  of  the  town  for  the  supply  of 
gardens,  garages,  etc.  A  new  Pumping  Station  was  built  near  the 
Mill  Weir  during  the  year.

There  has  been  very  little  yearly  variation  in  the  amount  of 
daily  consumption  of  water  per  head.  The  consumption  for  1926 
per  head  was  25‘84  gallons — practically  the  same  as  last  year. 


RIVERS. 

The  River  Leam,  which  runs  through  the  middle  of  the  town, 
rises  in  Northamptonshire  and  is  joined  by  the  Itchen  near  Marton, 
passes  through  Offchurch  and  Leamington,  and  joins  the  Avon 
between  the  Portobello  and  Warwick  Bridges.  The  river  Avon 
forms  the  western  boundary  of  the  town  for  a  little  over  \  a  mile. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE. 

The  whole  town  is  supplied  with  an  adequate  water  carriage 
system  for  the  disposal  of  sewage. 

The  sewage  is  collected  into  three  main  sewers  which  run  into 
a  main  culvert,  which  in  turn  divides  into  three  smaller  culverts 
which  discharge  into  a  receiving  tank.  The  sewage  from  this  passes 
to  a  pumping  well  from  which  it  is  pumped  about  a  mile  and  a-half 
to  Heathcote,  where  it  is  distributed  over  the  land  by  broad 
irrigation. 

The  total  amount  of  sewage  pumped  during  1926  was 
389,388,363  gallons,  which  is  a  decrease  of  42,000,000  gallons 
under  the  amount  pumped  last  year. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  cottages  in  the  Lillington  district, 
the  houses  throughout  the  town  are  supplied  with  water  closets. 


SCAVENGING. 

Horse-drawn  four-wheeled  wagons  for  the  removal  of  refuse 
have  been  abolished  and  replaced  by  Fordson  Tractors  and  Trailers. 

It  is  hoped  that  by  this  method  removal  will  be  more  speedy 
and  that  the  cost  will  be  materially  reduced.

SMOKE  NUISANCES. 

Repeated  observations  were  made  on  premises  for  smoke 
nuisances.  It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  legal  action.  Com¬ 
plaints  were  received  in  respect  of  one  chimney  and  the  nuisance  was 
found  to  arise  from  faulty  firing  and  neglect  of  the  stoker.  A  special 
steam  blast  apparatus  is  installed  to  ensure,  as  far  as  possible,  the 
consumption  of  smoke  from  the  combustible  used.

The  total  number  of  inspections  of  these  premises  was  914. 
The  premises  have  been  kept  reasonably  clean  and  the  local  butchers 
have  given  your  Inspectors  every  assistance  in  the  detection  of 
diseased,  unsound,  and  unwholsome  food  by  reporting  any  abnormal 
conditions  found,  and  have  surrendered  all  condemned  meat 
voluntarily. 

One  butcher,  however,  appeared  before  the  Health  Committee 
in  connection  with  failure  to  give  proper  notice  of  slaughter. 

All  necessary  precautions  have  been  taken  to  guard  against  the 
contamination  of  meat  by  dust,  dirt,  or  flies,  etc.

The  samples  of  Jonathan  Apples  taken  early  in  January  were 
found  to  contain  Arsenic  to  the  extent  of  from  l/l20th  to  l/70th  of 
a  grain  per  lb.  The  5  vendors  were  warned  of  this.  The  whole 
of  the  Greengrocers  in  the  Borough  were  circularised  with  reference 
to  this  matter  and  on  the  precautions  to  be  taken  before  the  sale  of 
such  apples.

NATIONAL  RAT  WEEK. 

During  the  national  rat  week  and  the  week  following  a  campaign 
was  organised  against  rats  as  in  previous  years. 

Hand  leaflets  were  distributed  throughout  the  Borough,  particular 
attention  being  paid  to  all  Food  Shops  and  premises.  In  cases  where 
rats  were  known  or  particularly  suspected  to  exist,  a  preliminary 
notice  was  sent,  together  with  literature  from  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  on  the  Destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice. 
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The  Secretaries  of  all  Allotment  Associations  were  circularised 
in  this  manner  and  an  appeal  was  made  to  them  to  join  in  the 
collective  action  which  was  arranged  to  take  place. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Borough  Surveyor  poison  was  laid 
in  the  sewers  throughout  the  Borough. 

3,071  baits  were  laid  at  281  different  points. 

A  Re-inspection  of  these  showed  that  2,975  baits  were  taken, 
or  roughly  96%. 

A  number  of  cases  were  dealt  with  at  the  request  of  occupiers 
of  private  premises,  and  there  was  every  reason  to  believe  that  these 
cases  were  attended  with  good  results.

EXTREMES  FOR  THE  YEAR. 

BAROMETER. — The  highest  reading  (corrected  to  32°  F. 
and  Mean  Sea  Level)  was  30‘77  on  23rd  and  24th  December.  The 
lowest  reading  was  28*59  on  20th  November. 
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TEMPERATURE. — The  highest  temperature  recorded  in 
the  shade  during  the  year  was  85°  on  the  19th  September,  and  the 
absolute  minimum  was  10°  on  17th  January.  The  mean  maximum 
for  the  year  was  56*5,  and  the  mean  minimum  for  the  year  43*0. 

SUNSHINE. — As  will  be  seen  from  Table  XIII.,  there  were 
1280*1  hours  of  bright  sunshine  during  the  year.  This  gives  a  daily 
average  of  3*5  hours.  The  maximum  sunshine  for  one  day  was 
15*0  hours  on  2nd  July.  The  month  yielding  the  most  sunshine 
was  August,  with  199*7  hours,  a  daily  mean  of  6*4  hours. 


RAINFALL. — During  the  year  24*34  inches  of  rain  fell, 
distributed  over  189  days.  The  wettest  month  during  1926  was 
November  with  4*70  inches,  which  was  distributed  over  23  days. 
December  was  the  driest  month,  with  0*48  in.  of  rain,  which  was 
distributed  over  13  days.

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APRIL. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  was  70°  on  the 
2nd,  and  the  minimum  was  30°  on  the  13th.

The 
minimum  shade  temperature  was  35°  on  the  27th.  The  lowest  daily 
maximum  was  53°  on  the  26th,  and  the  highest  minimum  was  60° 
on  the  5th,  6th,  11th,  and  18th.  The  amount  of  bright  sunshine 
recorded  for  the  month  was  100’6  hours.  I'll  ins.  of  rain  fell,  and 
was  distributed  over  10  days.  The  prevailing  wind  was  south-west. 

OCTOBER. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  was  70°  on 
the  3rd,  and  the  minimum  24°  on  the  19th  and  24th.  The  lowest 
daily  maximum  was  42°  on  the  21st,  and  the  highest  minimum  was 
53°  on  the  7th  and  14th.  87'3  hours  of  sunshine  were  recorded 

during  the  month.  The  rainfall  was  2*32  ins.,  and  distributed  over 
17  days.  The  prevailing  wind  was  east  and  west.  A  thunder  storm 
was  recorded  on  the  6th  and  thunder  was  also  heard  on  the  25th. 
10  ground  frosts  were  recorded. 


NOVEMBER. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  registered 
during  the  month  was  59°  on  the  15th,  and  the  minimum  was  24° 
on  the  1st.

recorded.  Rain  fell  on  23  days,  and  totalled  4*70  ins.  This  was 
the  wettest  month  of  the  year.  7  ground  frosts  were  recorded. 
Thunder  storm  occurred  on  the  10th.  The  prevailing  wind  was 
south-west. 


DECEMBER.— The  maximum  shade  temperature  was  51° 
on  the  28th,  and  the  minimum  27°  on  the  5th.  The  lowest  daily 
maximum  was  36°  on  the  15th,  and  the  highest  daily  minimum  46° 
on  the  30th.

AGE  INCIDENCE.  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 
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For  1926,  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  is  about 
the  average  for  the  last  16  years.  Measles,  including  German 
Measles,  was  particularly  prevalent  during  the  months  of  January, 
February,  May,  and  June,  during  which  period  198  cases  out  of  366 
notified,  occurred. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  was  considerably  in 
excess  of  the  average,  and  98  cases  were  reported  during  the  first 
half  of  the  year. 

For  the  purposes  of  comparison  in  this  report,  I  have  taken  into 
consideration  all  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Enteric,  Measles, 
Whooping  Cough,  Chicken-Pox,  and  Mumps,  reported  during  the 
last  16  years. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 41  cases  were  notified  with  no  deaths. 
In  12  of  the  last  16  years  during  which  399  cases  were  notified, 
there  were  no  deaths.  The  total  number  of  cases  since  1911  is 
633  with  6  deaths,  giving  a  Death  Rate  of  just  under  \%.  The 
type  of  the  disease  prevalent  is  extremely  mild  and  any  serious  kind 
of  complication  rare. 

Diphtheria. — Only  13  cases  with  1  death  were  reported. 
This  is  about  half  the  average  number  of  cases  that  occur  annually. 
In  the  16  years  the  total  number  of  cases  was  363  with  27  deaths, 
giving  a  Death  Rate  of  7*5.  In  this  disease  there  does  not  appear 
to  have  been  any  improvement  in  the  Death  Rate,  as  in  the  first  8 
years  182  cases  with  15  deaths  occurred,  while  in  the  last  8  there 
have  been  181  cases  with  12  deaths.

Anti-toxin  can  be  obtained  at  any  hour  by  practitioners  free  of 
cost  so  that  early  serum  treatment  is  always  available. 

Enteric  Fever  (including  Paratyphoid). — There  were  no 
cases  this  year.  Of  the  75  cases  notified  in  the  last  16  years  45 
occurred  in  1923,  during  a  small  epidemic  which  was  fully  reported 
that  year.  The  total  deaths  have  been  6,  giving  a  Death  Rate  of 

8%. 
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Erysipelas. — Notifications  numbered  8. 

Smallpox. — No  cases  were  notified  in  1926. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — 3  cases  of  this  disease  were 
notified,  two  of  which  were  treated  at  the  Warneford  Hospital  and 
were  reported  to  have  completely  recovered.  One,  prematurely  born, 
died. 


PNEUMONIA. — During  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1926, 
notifications  of  this  disease  were  as  follows : — 

Acute  Primary  Pneumonia,  27 ;  Acute  Influenzal  Pneumonia, 
5  ;  giving  a  total  of  32,  being  1  less  than  last  year. 


Encephalitis  Lethargica. — The  number  of  cases  reported 
of  this  disease  was  4,  3  males  and  1  female.  The  number  of 
deaths  was  3,  2  males  and  1  female. 

INFLUENZA. —  5  deaths — 2  males  and  3  females — were  recorded 

In  dealing  with  Non-notifiable  Infectious  Diseases,  obviously 
the  number  reported  is  considerably  below  the  number  that  actually 
occur.  School  Teachers  have  given  very  considerable  help  in 
notifying  the  cases  that  occur  in  the  children  under  their  charge,  and 
the  Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse  discover  many  cases  when 
visiting ;  but,  undoubtedly,  a  large  number  of  children  under  school 
age  escape  notification,  and  also,  too,  those  children  at  private  schools, 
of  which  there  are  a  number  in  the  Town. 


Measles. — The  number  of  cases  unofficially  notified  was  366, 
with  4  deaths.  Years  which  may  be  considered  epidemic  years — 
i.e.,  where  the  number  of  cases  have  been  considerably  above  the 
average — have  been  1911,  1916,  1917,  1923,  and  1926.  There  have 
been  80  deaths  in  3484  cases  known  of  since  1911,  giving  a  Death 
Rate  of  2’ 3%,  but  it  may  be  noted  that  in  the  last  half  of  the  period 
the  Death  Rate  has  dropped  from  3%  to  1%. 


Whooping  Cough. — The  number  of  cases  notified  was  102. 
The  years  this  disease  has  been  particularly  prevalent  have  been 
1916,  1924,  and  the  present  year.  During  the  16  years,  929  cases 
of  this  disease  have  been  reported,  with  29  deaths,  giving  a  Death 
Rate  of  3%. 

Chicken  Pox.— The  number  of  cases — 102 — was  above  the 
average.  Epidemic  years  of  this  disease  have  been  1915,  1918,  and 
especially  1924. 

Mumps.  —Only  1 1  cases  were  reported.  Two  years  particularly 
stand  out  when  this  disease  was  particularly  prevalent,  viz.,  1914, 
when  592  cases  were  notified,  and  1925,  when  there  were  447  cases. 
In  these  two  years  1,039  out  of  1,373  cases  recorded  in  the  16 
years  occurred. 

Vaccination.— From  the  return  of  the  Vaccination  Officer 
I  am  enabled  to  give  the  figures  for  vaccination  of  the  children  born

It  will  be  thus  seen  that  of  420  living  children  only  37  per  cent, 
are  known  to  have  been  vaccinated,  which  means  that  two-thirds 
of  these  children  are  entirely  unprotected  should  an  epidemic  of 
Small  Pox  occur. 


No  primary  vaccinations  or  re- vaccinations  were  performed 
under  the  Public  Health  (Small  Pox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917, 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

Of  the  22  cases  who  died  in  1926,  13  were  notified  during  the 
year.  Tuberculosis  as  a  cause  of  death  was  recorded  in  10  cases, 
5  of  whom  died  in  Institutions  out  of  the  Town,  which  had  not 
been  notified. 

In  contra-distinction  to  Cancer  there  appears  to  be  little  change 
in  the  Death  Rate  from  Tuberculosis.  There  is  a  slight  decrease  in 
the  last  five  years  as  against  the  previous  five  in  the  deaths  from 
Non-Pulmonary  form  of  this  disease,  viz.,  from  1  in  52  to  1  in  75 
of  all  deaths,  but  for  deaths  from  all  forms  of  this  disease  there  is 
no  change,  1  in  15  of  all  deaths  being  due  to  some  form  of  Tuberculosis.

Of  the  cases  notified  this  year  13  have  died,  3  have  left  the 
Town,  and  23  remain  under  observation. 


Control  of  Tuberculosis. — Our  work  continues  to  be  of 
the  same  character  as  in  past  years.  Sputum  flasks  and  disin¬ 
fectants  are  supplied  on  application,  amd  the  disinfection  of 
premises  is  carried  out  whenever  a  patient  dies  or  removes  to 
another  house. 


Treatment. — This  work  comes  principally  under  the  County 
Scheme.  18  (l 3  males  and  5  females)  cases  have  been  sent  to 
Sanatoria — 11  to  Hertford  Hill,  5  to  Bramcote,  1  to  Rugby,  1  to 
Tuberculosis  Colony,  Cambridge. 


As  in  previous  years,  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Assistant 
Tuberculosis  Officer  (Dr.  French)  for  his  kindness  and  help,  more 
especially  in  the  examination  of  suspected  cases  among  School 
Children. 

225  visits  were  paid  to  Tuberculosis  cases  by  the  Health 
Visitor,  of  which  58  were  Dispensary  cases.

The  number  of  deaths  occurring  annually  from  Cancer  is  so 
small  that  it  is  impossible  to  draw  any  really  reliable  conclusions. 
Examining  the  deaths  for  the  last  10  years,  however,  there  does 
appear  to  be  a  definite  increase  in  the  Cancer  Death  Rate. 

Thus,  out  of  a  total  of  4,194  deaths  during  this  period,  there 
have  been  468  ascribed  to  Cancer,  which  gives  1  in  9  of  all  deaths 
as  due  to  this  disease  ;  the  figures  being  1  in  1 1  for  males  and  1  in 
8  for  females. 

From  1917  to  1921  the  deaths  were  1  in  10  of  all  deaths;  1  in 
12  for  males  and  1  in  9  for  females. 

For  the  last  5  years  it  has  been  1  in  8  of  all  deaths;  1  in  10 
for  males  and  1  in  7  for  females. 

For  1926  alone  the  Death  Rate  was  1  in  7  of  all  deaths;  1  in 
7  for  males  and  1  in  6  for  females. 

Even  allowing  for  greater  accuracy  of  diagnosis  and  the  fact 
that  a  greater  number  of  persons  now  live  to  the  Cancer  age,  there 
does  appear  to  be  a  real  increase  in  the  Death  Rate  from  Cancer. 

There  seems,  however,  to  be  very  little  variation  in  the  average 
age  at  death,  which  for  the  10  years  is  62'8  for  males  and  63'8  for 
females  ;  figures  which  only  vary  very  slightly  from  year  to  year. 


HOUSING. 


In  a  further  report  published  in  1927  by  the  Registrar-General 
on  the  Census  of  1921,  certain  interesting  facts  are  brought  to  light. 

As  regards  housing  accommodation,  he  points  out  that  notwith¬ 
standing  the  housing  shortage  there  is  actually  a  slight  improvement 
in  the  total  number  of  rooms  available  for  habitation  for  the 
population  of  1921,  as  compared  with  those  for  the  1911  population. 

He  goes  on  to  say — “  But  owing  to  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  families,  the  average  number  of  rooms  per  average  family  has 
been  reduced  from  4‘52  in  1911  to  4'35  in  1921  ;  although,  the 
average  family  being  smaller  in  1921  than  in  1911,  the  density  per 
person  in  the  average  family,  so  far  from  being  worsened  has,  in 
fact,  improved,  as  indicated  above.” 

He  further  points  out  that — “  A  larger  proportion  of  the  popu¬ 
lation  have  become  qualified  for  the  housing  advantages  enjoyed  by 
small  families,  and  have  thus  absorbed  out  of  the  available  pool  of 
rooms  a  larger  share  than  previously  fell  to  the  lot  of  the  families 
of  the  same  size,  the  share  remaining  to  the  larger  families  being 
correspondingly  diminished.  But  the  slight  improvement  in  the 
total  supply  of  rooms  in  relation  to  the  total  population  has  not  been 
sufficient  to  support  an  increared  number  of  smaller  families  at  the 
full  standards  of  density  which  prevailed  for  such  families  in  1911.” 

He  estimates  the  position  to  have  worsened  in  10  years  by 
approximately  3%. 

Leamington  compares  favourably  with  the  country  as  a  whole, 
as  there  are  1’45  rooms  per  person,  as  against  1 ' 10  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales. 

Further,  whereas  for  the  whole  country  54%  of  private  families 
occupy  4  rooms  or  less,  the  corresponding  figure  for  Leamington  is 
40‘ 1. 


The-average  sized  family  in  the  Borough  also  is  only  3’64  as 
as  compared  with  4’ 14  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 
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By  the  end  of  1925  the  Council  had  built  34  houses  on  the 
Leicester  Street  site  ;  132  on  the  Tachbrook  Road  site  ;  and  4  out 
of  the  first  60  on  the  Rushmore  Farm  property,  making  a  total  of 
170  houses  completed  and  occupied. 

During  1926,  56  more  houses  were  finished  on  the  Rushmore 
Farm  Estate,  which  brings  the  total  of  Council  houses  to  226. 

In  addition,  28  houses,  5  of  which  were  “  Subsidy  Houses,” 
were  erected  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year — a  great  advance 
over  the  previous  5  years — during  which  time  only  35  such  houses 
were  built. 

The  total  cost  of  the  houses  on  the  Leicester  Street  and 
Tachbrook  Road  sites  was  ^*188,429.  These  houses  being  built 
under  the  1919  or  “  Addison  Scheme,”  the  liability  of  the  ratepayers 
was  limited  to  a  penny  rate,  and  the  deficiency  in  Revenue  (^*7,042 
17s.  4d.  or  £\2  8s.  6id.  per  house)  is  met  by  taxpayers  and  rate¬ 
payers  in  the  following  proportions  : —

The  houses  on  the  Rushmore  Estate  on  the  other  hand,  are 
being  built  under  the  1923  or  “  Chamberlain  Scheme,”  Under  this 
it  is  the  taxpayers  and  not  the  ratepayers  liability  that  is  limited. 
Up  to  the  present  the  cost  of  this  part  of  the  Housing  problem 
has  been  ^4,978  for  land;  £50  for  development;  £\,5\1  for  roads 
and  sewerage;  with  ^*26,400  for  building  60  houses. 

During  1927,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  building  a 
further  66  houses  on  Rushmore  Farm  and  6  at  Lillington. 

In  addition  to  this,  a  private  company  under  the  name  of 
“Leamington  Slum  Clearance”  was  registered  during  the  year, 
with  a  view  to  building  houses  to  be  let  at  an  inclusive  rental  of 
about  5/-  a  week.  No  definite  information  is  at  present  at  hand  as 
to  the  total  number  of  houses  that  will  be  erected  by  this  organisation. 


WARWICK  JOINT  HOSPITAL  BOARD. 


HEATHCOTE  HOSPITAL. 

Cases  to  this  Hospital  are  admitted  from  the  Boroughs  of 
Leamington  and  Warwick,  the  Urban  District  of  Kenilworth,  and 
from  the  Warwick  Rural  District. 


On  January  1st,  1926,  there  were  14  patients  remaining  in 
Hospital,  viz. :  12  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever  and  2  from 

Diphtheria. 


During  the  year,  114  new  cases  were  admitted  suffering  from

The  average  length  of  stay  in  Hospital  was — for  Scarlet  Fever 
38  days  (longest  71,  shortest  32),  and  for  Diphtheria,  40  days 
(longest  106,  shortest  19). 

For  the  third  year  in  succession  there  were  no  deaths  from 
Scarlet  Fever. 
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From  Diphtheria  there  were  two  deaths,  one  within  24  hours 
and  the  other  within  36  hours  of  admission.  This  gives  a  Death 
Rate  of  just  under  7%,  which  is  approximately  the  average  Death 
Rate  of  the  last  five  years. 

There  was  one  death  from  Paratyphoid  in  a  man  of  56  years — 
81  days  after  admission. 

As  far  as  could  be  ascertained  there  were  no  return  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria. 

From  the  Warneford  Hospital  three  nurses  and  one  patient 
were  admitted  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever  and  one  patient  with 
Diphtheria. 

No  Schick  or  Dick  Tests  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  total  number  of  babies  brought  to  the  infant  clinic  was  284 
of  whom  181  had  been  born  during  the  course  of  the  year,  represent¬ 
ing  44%  of  all  babies  born  in  this  town  in  1926  as  against  40%  last 
year. 


The  weighings  numbered  3050  and  the  average  attendance 
was  59. 


VISITING. 

During  the  year,  2,172  visits  were  paid  to  423  babies,  and  320 
to  older  children,  and  also  204  to  older  people. 

The  card  records  of  conditions  found  show  the  following : — 
Breast  fed,  260  ;  partly  breast  fed,  72  ;  and  bottle  fed,  49. 

2  children  survived  only  24  hours;  17  were  stillborn,  and  29 
were  not  visited. 

131  visits  were  paid  to  expectant  mothers. 

Of  410  births  reported,  118  were  attended  by  Medical  Practi¬ 
tioners,  and  292  by  Midwives. 
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INFANT  FEEDING. 

As  empowered  by  the  Milk  (Mothers’  and  Children’s)  Order, 
the  Council  has  continued  to  supply  Glaxo  on  special  terms. 

A  scale  of  income,  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  has 
been  drawn  up  for  the  free  distribution,  or  sale  at  reduced  price,  of 
Glaxo,  and  under  this  arrangement  2,972  lbs.  of  Glaxo  have  been 
sold  at  cost  price  and  437  lbs.  have  been  given  away  free. 

Under  the  above  Order  also,  the  Council  has  made  arrange¬ 
ments  to  give  dinners  to  poor  expectant  mothers,  and  212  dinners 
in  22  cases  have  been  so  provided. 


MATERNITY  CASES. 

Under  the  arrangement  entered  into  between  the  Council  and 
the  Warneford  Hospital,  whereby  on  payment  of  an  annual  fee, 
together  with  a  fixed  charge  per  head,  3  beds  are  retained  for 
maternity  cases,  19  women  were  admitted  for  confinement.  The 
average  length  of  stay  in  hospital  for  these  cases  was  15  days.  As 
suggested  in  the  Circular,  “Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  4,”  these 
cases  are  confined  to  two  classes:  (l)  Cases  of  Difficult  Labour; 
(2)  Cases  of  Normal  Labour  where  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
of  opinion  that  the  home  conditions  are  unsuitable.
